The Austrian vessels were unharm- 
ed. The announcement follows: 
"Austro-Hungarian torpedo boats on 
August 2 shelled military 
establish- 
ments at Wolfetto. 
They destroyed 
an aeroplane shed, se't a factory on 
tire, and inflicted other damage.

these vessels 
which were joined by the cruiser As- 
bern developed an engagement with 
an Italian flotilla of one cruiser and 
six destroyers. 
The Italians were hit 
and turning southward disappeared.

Aeroplnaes Shell Durazzo. 


"On the morning of the same day, 


five 
hostile 
aeroplanes bombarded

was 
brought down some 
miles south of .Durazzo by an Austro- 
Hungarian plane. The aeroplane was 
captured having been damaged only 
slightly, 
both 
occupants fled. One 
was arrested later. . 


"The torpedo gunboat Magnet on 
August 2, was hit by a torpedo from 
a hostile submarine and damaged in 
the stern. Two men were killed and 
four wounded, and seven are missing. 
The vessel was brought to port."

6. FGorms an excellent -basis lor 
other materials when resurfacing be- 
comes necessary. 


Its disadvantages are as follows: 
1. Noisy under horse traffic. 
2. 
Difficult to repair. 
3. Cracks must be given prompt at- 
tention or deterioration will ensue. 
Improved concrete for road building 
as well as for other purposes, that is 
proof against water 
absorption has 
been announced by the department in 
oil and concrete.

QUESTION FOR TEXAS 


Matter IE Big Question Before Demo- 


cratic Convention of State Which 


Opened Today. 


[BV ASSOCIATED 1'RnsS.] 


Houston, Texas, Aug. 8.—The part 
the prohibition question will play in 
Texas politics tor the next year was 
the predominating issue 
before the 
state Democratic 
convention which 
opened here today. The 
convention 
will continue until the party's bus- 
iness of adopting a platform, ratifying 
the candidates nominated in the state 
primary July 22, electing a state ex- 
ecutive committee and other routine 
matter are finished. 


Coming on the heels of a referen- 
dum election in which the proposition 
to submit to a constitutional amend- 
ment for statewide 
prohibition 
re- 
ceived a favorable majority of 2,462 
votes out of more than 360,000 cast, 
prohibition is 
generally 
considered 
the greatest political issue in Texa's 
at the present time. 
Political observers predict that the 


Democratic platform would be based 
on it, that it would have an import- 
ant bearing in deciding the run-off be- 
tween Senator Charles A. Culbertson 
and former Governor O. B. Colquitt 
for the United States senatorial nom- 
ination; and that for the. coining year 
at least the Democratc party would 
be perceptibly divided . on that ques- 
tion. 
The results of the July 22 primary, 
when "submission" carried, were ex- 
pected to give much material' for de- 
bate and speculation. 
Political pre- 
cedents in Texas show that almost all 
state races and questions are divided 
with the same proportion of votes. In 
that 
primary 
however, 
Governor 
James E. Ferguson, who is 
against 
statewide prohibition, was renominat- 
ed by a majority 
of 
67,000 
over 
Charles H. Morris, known as the pro- 
hibition candidate.
